Two Extensive Conflagrations—Cupples’ 
Broom Factory and the Hoyle Building 
Burned—The Niedringhaus Stores Con- 
sumed by the Flames—Inquest on the Dead 
Firemen—Losses and Insurance. 


Christmas eve, 1883, will long be remembered 
by members of the Fire Department and the peo- 
ple of St. Lovis as one of the most disastrous to 
property and destructive of life in the decade. Two 
terrible conflagrations, one laying a half a biock 
waste ata loss of a quarter million dollars, was 
the funeral pwre of two ofthe bravest fire fight- 
ers in the city: the other laid low a Franklin ave- 
nue trade palace. John Conway and Michael 
Kehoe are the latest names added to tne too long 
ust of heroes who have died while fighting fire. 
In the past six years fifteen firemen have 
yieided up their lives while in the performance of 
their duty.

About 8: last night flames were discovered is- 
suing from the second and third stories of the 
dullming occupied by the Cupples Woodenware 
Company asa broom factory, situated ou Elm 
street, betwen Third and Fourth streets. An 
alarm was turned in from box 71, Third and Elm 
streets, which was soon followed by two more in 
rapid succession, bringing out all the engines in 
the city. 

The fire had gained such headway before the 
arrival of the Fire Department and the highly in- 
flammable material in the bullding furnished such 
excellent food for the flames that despite the ef- 
forts of the firemen the entire upper part of the 
building was soon completely envel- 
oped. From five to six thousand 
people blocked the sidewalks and streets for 
squares around, and somewhat impeded the work 
of the firemen. After the building had been 
burning for an hour, the roof gave way and sank 
into the raging furnace. Within fifteen minutes 
the west wall of the building trembled and 
swayed for a moment, and then fell with a terri- 
ble crash. The bot bricks and burning timbers 
falling on the roof of the Hoyle building, corner 
of rourth and Elm streets, set frewit. The 
lower floors of the buliding were occupied by the 
Isidor Bush Wine Company and the Murphy Var- 
nish Company. It soon became apparent that 
this building also was doomed. 

At thie stage a catastrophe occurred that cost 
the two unfortunate firemen 
THEIR LIVES, 

The flames had spread tothe rear of the house 
of J. M. Hutter & Co., undertakers, 204 South 
Fourth street. Several members of the Salvage 
Corps were lu the store-rooms spreading tarpau- 
Uns, When suddenly the rear wall gave way and 
fell inward, burying them beneath a mass of brick 
timbers and mortar. Pat Powers and F. W. 
Williams managed to escape. Jack Conway and 
Mike Kehoe, two of the noblest hearted fellows in 
the entire service, were crushed beneath the 
debris, and were unable either to extricate them- 
selves or escape by the efforts of their fellow- 
fireman. Williams, who was one of the rescuing 
force, says that he heard Conway calling to him: 
“Fred, I'm burning to death; get these timbers 
off me!” Con Gallagher was quite near Conway, 
and wéuld probably have succeeded in dragging 
him out, but a failing timber Struck him on the 
bead and he had to de carried from 
the ruins. The smoke by this time was so dense 
and the flames so hot that all the men were forced 
to retreat from the buliding. Later on this floor 
gave way and the bodies of the two men were 
precipitated to the cellar beneath, Meanwhile 
the fire in the Cupples bullding was raging flerce- 
ly abd son passed absolutely beyond the 
control of the department. It wee 
gutted completely and nothing was 
lett at 2 o’elock but the bare walls. The United 
States Quartermaster’s Department, on the third 
floor of the Hoyle buliding, was entirely consumed 
and the furniture and fixtures of the Frank Blair 
Pom, No, 16, G. A. R., also fell @ prey to tne 
flames.

Ki Rescuing the Bodies. 

Hardly had the bruised aud burned Salvage 
Compe retreated from the building and left poor 
Way and Kehoe’s bodies to be cremated, 
whem they were summoned to the Niedringhaus 
fire, Tune fire at Third and Elm burned until the 
night gave place to a foggy dawn. Then a detail of 
firemen under command of Tom Finnerty set to 
work to get their dead brethren out of the ruins. 
It Was a hard task, and saws and axes were 
brought into requisition. Conway’s body was 
1 first. He was wedged among the timbers 
to taighs, and nis legs were burned almost off 
by Ge fitrce fire which had raged like. a furnace 
below @he solid wreck of beams and brick. 
Kehoe’s body was found deeper. It was hard 
to extricate and bore no resembiance to human- 
ity. Tue head had been crushed, the body 
crughed, the limbs were shriveled. Strong men 
retebed when the horrible discovery was made. 
Roses were procured and the unrecognizable re- 
maus were carried to Smithers’ undertaking es- 
tablishment, where they now rest, awaiting such 

arrangements for the grave as is possible. 


; The Inquest. 

Ap inquest was held at 12 o'clock to-day at 
Smithers. & Wagoner’s undertaking establish- 
meng, 1001 Olive street, on the bodies of Mike Ke- 
hoe nd Jom Conway. A verdict of accidental 
deat whilstin the discharge of duty was ren 
dere. The bodies were recovered early this 
morhing. Conway was found in a sitting posture, 
with the debris pued around him, and mutt- 
lateg beyond recognition. Both of Conway’s legs

ae scovered ip Nis left temple. Kehoe, 
when found, was lying on his left side, with his 
face towards the north. Cornelius Gallagher, a 
fireman, in his testimony at the in- 
quest, stated that he went into the 
building at about 11:30 o'clock last night, 
He hadyno sooner entered the building when the 
north wall fellin. When the wall fell he says he 
heard Conway—who was caught—cry out, “Oh!— 
oh!—for God's sake take me out, my legs are 
burning,“ at the same time complaining that some 
persons were crushing his legs, Gallagher says 
be caught hold of him by the right hand, put 
his arm around his neck, and tried to 
extricate him. Tue smoke was too dense, and 
the men had to rélieve one another constantly, 
Conway crying out all the time for the boys to 
save him. A drink of whisky was handed him as 
astumulant. The boys then made an berole effort 
—in a body+to pull him put, but failed. Conway's 
voice died away to a hoarse, faint whis- 
per, and then caine the final 
crash, the weight of the depris from 
above causing the floor to fall through into the 
collar, burying Conway with it. Gallagher says 
that Conway was alive upto the time that the 
floor fell. 


The Death of the Firemen. 
When the Cupples wall fell upon the rear wall 
of Hutton's undertaking wareroom, a flery wreck 
was carried clear to the cellar. That same fall 


next moment rushed luto the store-room and de- 
gan to spread covers. The ‘Hutton office is not 
more than thirty fect deep. It is divided from 
the sample and wareroom by à glass partition. 
A light shaft or well extends from the ground 
floor to the roof, where it is covered by a skylight. 
The Salvage Corps had just commenced to spread 
its blankets, when the second explosion of var- 
nish occurred neat aosor. It was of terrific force, 
and half the dividing wall came tumbling 
down through the shafts, through the 
floors, bringing the roof with It. It was 
a miracie that every member of the gallant 
corps were not killed. Con Gallagher extricated 
himself from thoatebris with a broken rib and an 
artery cut iu the left arm. Pat Stanton crawled 
out from beneath the bricks and timbers with a 
fractured ankle aud a wrench of the left knee 
that Will keep Lim in bed for many a day. Nota 
man of the crew escaped injury. Powers 
sprained a knee by stepping through a broken 
skylight. This morning the Salvage Corps looked 
like the crew of a vessel Which, after having been 
buffeted over the waves for months, rudderless 
and scudding belore the wind, had accidentally 
drifted into port. But sad was the fate of Jack 
Conway and Mike Kehoe, It was not their tate 
to get away. Keboe was crushed beneath the 
falling timbers, and was not seen again until 
his crushed remains were sawed out ot the de- 
brie this morning by the firemen, headed by 
Capt. Tom Finnerty, of the Skinner corps. Not 
so Jack Conway. His legs were caught in the 
timbers, one of his feet going through a hole in 
the floor, and belng wedged there. 

NEVER WAS A DEATH MORE TERRIBLE, 
never was more bravery lu the face of death 
than shown by Jack Conway. With tears in iis 
eyes this morning Capt. Evans told the story of 
an hour and @ palf’s martyrdom.

Think of Jack Conway’s nerve 
when he called upon Frank Williams, my lieuten- 
ant, to get him some whisky. He weut after it, 
and fought bis way through the smoke to give it 
to him.

‘Hurry up, Lieutenant, said Jack, 's getting 
very warm under my feet.’ The fire from the rear 
was working gradually under the wreck. We 
knew that, andevery effort was exhausted to stay 
it. It was horrible to see those useless lines of 
hose running through that wreck. At last it got 
too hot tolive in there, and the bravest of the 
brave men that were fighting for the boy’s life 
were forced out just as the flames burst through 
the debris. Poor Jack! he could not have lived 
thirty seconds atter that sheet of flame surrouned 
him. Think of it! holding his head clear for an 
hour and a half under such circumstances. As 
brave @ man as that dcserved a better fate.” 


The Funerals. 


Conway’s furneral will tafe place at 2:30 to-mor- 
row from his brother’s house, No. 1317 North 
Ninth street. 

The bodies will be sent to their respective homes

The buliding is three stories and au attic, and the 
entire third floor was used by H. L. Neidringhaus for 
his upholstering department. 

Big tires never come singly. While the firemen 
were throwin streains of water over the charred 
and smoking timbers of the Cupples broom fac- 
tury last night they were startled by an alarm of 
fire from box 39, corner of Tenth streetand Frank- 
Un avenue. A number of the engines immediate 
ly made arrangements to make a run to that point 
and their haste was accelerated by a second and 
third alarm. The sky over that vicinity reflected 
vividly the flames of an evidently large fire, and 
bundreds.of peo aroused by the sintms and 
selig tne glow in the sky ran to the point from 
whence it rame. Whea the firemen 
arrived they found the fire to de 
in the Niedringhans building on Franklin 
avenue, and under strong headway. The builaing, 
as those who are acquainted in the vicinity know, 
is occupliedfby Charles and H. L. Niedringhaus, 
the first with a house furnisbing goods store, and 
the second with a furniture store. The fire was 
burning in the rear of the furnishing store and 
the firemen, who were late in arriving directed all 
their strength On that point. Owing to the fact 
that all the engines had been called to work on 
the Cupples building fire and were at work upon 
it when the Niedringhaus alarm came, the de- 
partment was 

MANY MINUTES LATER 
in getting to the fire than would have been the 
case had they been in their houses. The result 
was that between the time the night watchman 
turned on the alarm, when the fire was pretty 
strong, and the time the department arrived the 
flames had become so strong aud had burned so 
large a part of the building as to present a 
formidable appearance. The efforts of the de- 
partment were Concentrated In this spot in the 
rear of the furnishing goods store. In the mean- 
time, out of sight of the department, the fire was 
slowly creeping around into the furniture store. 
Just where the fire broke out, which is supposed 
to be In the second story of the turpishing store 
or just underneath that point, the furnitare and 
the stoves of both firms are stored, The store- 
rooms ran back about seventy feet and 
behind both stores was a long 
storage room, where the stock of both houses was 
kept. An elevator passage is there also. It ts 
calculated that the fire broke out in the packing 
room of Charles Niedringhaus, and burning 
through the floor, swept through this storage 
room, reached the furniture store, and, fading 
easy food with the furniture, increased so much 
in strength aud volume that the only thing left 
the Fire Department was to keep tne fire from 
spreadipg. It seems thgt the Department was so 
bent on extinguishing the flames in the rear of 
the furnishing store that they never thought of 
THE FIRE CREEPRIG AROUND 
a corner to the other store,and the result was that 
the furniture store was all ablaze when their 
attention Was called to it. ‘Tbe fire was a fierce 
and brilllant one and its heat drove the immense 
crowd of people who had gathered to see it back 
quite a distance, The building is a three-story 
brick, and when the flooring, furniture, etc., of 
the new H. L. Ntedirngbaus side had burned the 
walls fell, making the place a complete ruin. H. 
L. Niedringhaus’ side was totally destroyed, The 
brick wall between the two stores saved the fur- 
nishing store from rulu, bul, nevertheless, it was 
so badly damaged that little cap be saved from it. 
The third floor of the building was completely 
burned, and its walls and contents tell through on 
the second. It was used altogether asa storage- 
room for furniture. Thus the whole third 
story and the entire store of H. I. Niedringhaus 
were burned. When the fire died away, alter 
daylight this morning, only the front and side 
wall of the Chas. Niedringhaus store were stand- 
ing. The rest of the former Duilding was a mass 
of ruins. The stock of Chas. Niedringhaus on both 
floors was 80 badly damaged by water as te be 
considered almost u total loss. 
A SENSATION 

was caused Guring the progress of the Gre by the 
report that Johnny Coogan, one of the No.2 
Truck Corps, had deen Killed. It appears that 
Coogan and his comrade, Win. Wand, went into 
the building on the Tenth street siae, and no one 
saw them come out Wai. The smoke waa 
dense and searching firemen, finding the hats of 
voth men reported that they had been overcome 
by smoke and burned to death. Wana jumped 
out ofa second-story window and contradicted 
the report of his death. Then Coogan was said 
to have died, but Coogan got out of daager in the 
same manner as Wand. The imaginative report 
ore of the Republican got out a late edition an- 
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Coogan’s death, and giving a biography

hands with his friends to-day over his narrow es- 
cape.’ 

Tne brothers Niedringhaus knew nothing 
of me flro until informed late 
this morning by a neighbor. They were 
on the scene at 10 o’clock, but as they were a little 
dazed over their misfortune they could gte no 
good account of their losses. They were not per- 
mitted to touch their safes for féar of the floor 


falling. 
THE LOSSES. , 

“My loss,” Mr. H. L. Niedringnaus said, ‘will 
be between $80,000 and $90,000 In stock alone, I 
can’t tell about the insurance, as I cannet get at 
the books in the vault.” Mr, Chas. Niedringhaus 
sald his loss on stock would be about $30,000 and 
that it was well insured. The building was worth 
about 620,00. It is considered a total loss. This 
is covered by insurance. A large number of peo- 
ple gazed upon the smoking ruing ail day. The 
Fire Departinent did not leave till noon. 


Losses and Insurance. 

The Samuel Cupples Company valued their 
stock in the broom factory at $800,000, and the 
building, which is owned by J. E. Liggett, is val- 
ued at $25,000. The insurance on the 
stock is $42,000; machinery, $16,500; 
engines and boilers, $1,000. Total, $50,500, 
The insurance on the building amounts to $20,508, 
which will fully cover ali losses. 

The Hoyle Bullding at the corner of Fourth and 
Elm streets is estimated to be damaged to the ex- 
tent of about $25,000. The building is insured for 
$45,000 and the rents for $8,000. 

The Isidor Bush Wine Company had a 
stock in the basement of the building which was 
estimated to be worth $150,000. The loss couki 
not be definitely ascertained but it is presumed 
to be fully insured. The Knights of Honor and 
Frank Blair Post. G. A. R., lost all their furniture 
and paraphernalia, which will approximate 910, 
000. Tue Murphy VarnishCompany adjoining the 
Hoyle building sustained a loss of about $30,000. 
The stock and fixtures were insured for about 
$20,000. The andertaking establishment of Hut- 
ton & Co. estimated their stock at $12,000, on 
which there was an insurance of $6,000. The 
building was insured for $5,000 and vained at 
$10,000, There is a total loss on the stock and 
about a three-fourths loss on the building. 

The loss of the Paymaster and Quartermaster’s 
offices will run up to about $20,009. 

The damage to F. H. Thomas & Co.'s bullding 
was slight and is fully covered by insurance. 

Benziger & Bros.’ book store, adjoining Thom 
as & Uo.’s, was damaged about $300 worth. They 
are insured for $19,200. 

NIEDRINGHAUS. 

The buildings occupiea by H. L. Niedringhaus 
and Charles Niedringhaus are owned by the St. 
Louis Stamping Company and are insured for 
$13,500. The loss will amount to about | eer 
The stock was insured for $64,700, whieh not 
cover the loss, it being estimated to be from 
$75,000 to $80,000. 

The smali tailor establishment of Thomas 
Beisinger was a complete loss. His stock was 
estimated at $800; insured for $609. 

The two-story brick building in the rear of 213 
South Third street, owned by J. E. Liggett and 
oceupied by Mrs. L. Keil as a boardinc-house, 
was damaged to the extent of $100. Fully insured 
in the German Mutual. 

The three-story brick building at the southwest 
corner of Hm and Third streets was damaged by 
a falling wall, Out suffered nothing rom the fre. 
The building at present is unoccupied. 


SEVERELY WOUNDED. 


A Christmas Joke that Nearly Ended im a 
Murder,

JEFFERSON City, December 2,.—About 9 
o'clock to-day as M. S. Gould, a foreman in G16 
ecke’s boot and shoe shop, was passing down 
High street, and in front of the Tribune 
office, he was jocularly accosied by Theo- 
dere ZwingeR with the words “Your 
money or your life.” Gould heid out a half dollar, 
saying, “Thisis all I have.“ Zwinger, who was 
holding a large revolver beside him, without fur 
ther remark, fired.

Marshal Schermer was 
standing near the scene when it occurred, trom 
whom your reporter learned the above facta, 
Schermer is satisfied that no harm was intended, 
and that the shooting was only a species of reck- 
jess Christmas sport, as there existea no ill-will 
det ween the parties. Zwinger has not yet been 
arrested. Gould will doubtless be confined te his 
room for many days.

Surprises Them at Supper, Shoots His Son- 
in- Law and Step-Son and Kills Himself— 
An Insane Man's Deed—Suicide and Mur 
der. 


An old family trouble culminated last night at 
Nos. 1307 and 1309 Washington avenue, Dy a mur 
derous assault of D. G. Gibson on his step-son 
and son-in-law, and bis own suicide a moment 
later. The boarding-house at the above numbers 
is presided over by Mrs. D. G. Gibson and her 
@augh.ers, Misses Jennie, Maggie and Cora, and 
the immediate family consists of E. F. Mulhol- 
land, Arthur, aged 15 years, Mrs. J. F. BufMiagton, 
a married daughter, and her husband. D. G. 
Gibson was married to the mother of this 
family eight years ago. Trouble followed soon, 
and during the past year the assaults became 
fyequent. Three months ago J. F. Bufflagton had 
a fuss with Gibson at the house, and the latter 
swore ott a warrant in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, charging him with making au as- 
sault. Tue case was dismissed by the Court, 
and a short ume afterward Gib- 
son went to Fort Worth, Texas. 
He returued a few days ago, and soon learned, 
that Eugene had secured a peace warrant for his 
arrest. This angered him very much, and he at 
Ouce determined to settle matters with the family. 
He drank freely, and last evening at 6:30 o'clock 

APPEARED UNANNOUNCED 
and unexpected at the door of the large dining- 
room, flourishing a revolver in bis hand. The 
boarders were seated abvut the various tables 
and at one near the kuchen door sat Mr. 
and Mrs. Buflagton, Arthur Mulbolland, 
Mrs. Bufflngton’s little son and James W. Bufflog 
ton, a brother of the injured man. Gibson looked 
around the room excitedly, and, leveling his 
weapon at the party above described, he firea. 
Arthur Mulloliand, Gibson’s step-son, dropped 
to the floor witha bullet ip his back. Buffington 
turned and darted towards the man, buthad not 
proceeded many steps before he fell to the floor 
with a bullet in hie neck. A third = shot 
was fired, taking effect in Buflington’s arm. 
Gibson stepped back to the pantry, aud placing 
the revolver to his head fired and feil to the flour. 
He was unconscious, and in this condition was 
removed in an ambulance to the Cuy Hospital, 
where he died at an early hour this morning. Mr. 
Bufflagton and Arthur Mulholland were re- 
moved to the back parlor and Drs. Ehrmann, 
Funkhouser and Parsons called in. In this tragic 
manner a 
FAMILY FEUD OF LONG STANDING 
was seitied. Daniel Givsea was an Euglishman, 
45 years of age and a builder by occupation. 
He came to this country thirteen years ago. and 
about eight years ago married Mrs. John Mul- 
holland. Three years later one of Mrs. Mulbui- 
land's daughters married Mr. Juhu F. Bufligten, 
who is employed by the Buck Stove Company. 
Gibson was of an irritable disposition and quar- 
reled with the family. Three months ago.he went 
to Texas, and since then his doings haye 
ed the family to believe him insane. 
He sent one telegram to Mr. Filtey, by whom Eu- 
gene Mulholland is employed, siating that the 
young Man was wanted in Texas for murder. 
This was turned over to toe police and Eugene 
at once swore out a peace Warrant for Gibson, 
who gave bond before Justice Ryan. Another 
telecram was received by Smithers & Waggoner. 
underiakers, stating that Gibsou’s body 
had been slipped from Fort Worta, 
Texas, and lustructing them to call at 
1307 Washington avenue for furtber instructions. 
This was signed by “George Peyton,” and was 
probably written by Gibsou himself. A threaten- 
ing letter was received several days ago by the 
family, who expected trouble, and yesterday con- 
sQlted Messrs, Joues & McBride, the attorneys. 
Their expectations were fulfilied last night, when 
Gibson stole into the house, and after lying in 
wait in the haliways until the opportunity offered 
be rusbed down iuto the diuing-roow and partially 
executed his murderous plan. When he was re- 
moved to the City Hospital a second pistol was 
found on his person. 
THE WOUNDED MEN. 

The physiciaus probed young Mulholland's 
wound but failed to ud the ball. There were no 
indications, however, that it had penetrated the 
lung, and hopes are entertained for his recovery. 

Mr. Bufflugton was removed to the Pristol 
Hotel and soon became unconscious. The bullet

How Immigrants Are Imported. Whole- 
sale Into This Country- An Interview 
With Esterhazy. 


By Telegraph to the Post- Dis patoh. 
New York, December 25.—A system of 
introducing foreign labor into this country, 


which was begun some three vears ago, has, 
during the past year, assumed such propor- 
tions that it is beginning to attract much 
attention throughout the country and Con- 
gress, and it is expected it will soon be filled 
with petitions asking that some means 
adopted which will revent it. 
The ‘stem is one by which lar 
gangs of laborers are gathered together in 
Hungary. Germany and Italy by the agents 
of large corporations in this country and im- 
ported here, after having signed a contraet 
to Work so many years ata certain stipulated 
price. The laborers, it is said, are not cor- 
tectly informed of the kind of work they 
WII have to do in this country, and in conse- 
quence agree to work for a sum much lower 
than that obtained by the laboring classes 
here. This system has been adopted by 
capitalists in Pennsylvania, New 
York, New England, and, to some 
extent, in the cotton-growing sections of the 
South. Uader promises of free passage to 
the land of wealth and liberty the poor 
wretches are eager to sign the contracts 
which, although they are not binding here, 
the men believe them to be so, and place. 
themselves ina position which is nothing 
more nor jess than slavery. Under these 
contracts they ut some in mills, 
factories aud mines, others are used 
in railroad work, while those who have 
no trade or profession are engaged as common 
laborers on farms. An important document 
recently issued by the Knights of Labor, and 
largely circulated among American work- 
men, calls upon the latter to labor or the 
suppression of a system which is for 
THE INIQUITOUS PURPOSE 
of reducing the wages of American workmen 
and entailing upon their families all the 
hardshivs, poverty and misery which ever 
follow the displacement of any class of toll- 
ers. The document also cradits Mr. Henry 
Sterne, U.S. Consul at Buda Pesth, Hun- 
gary, with having said last year that 
an agency seemed tv be at work which, by 
misrepresentatlous, induces people to leave 
their homes who will not better their condi- 
tion thereby nor benefit the country which 
receives them. ‘These people are shipped to 
the United States like so many cattle, A 
petition to Congress demanding the sup- 
pression of the system is also in circulation 
for signatures and calling for such legisia- 
tion as will forever prevent the importation 
inte this country of foreign laborers under 
contracts made abroad. 
COUNT O. DE ESTERHAZY, 
who has estab.ished a bureau for the protec- 
tion of Hungarian immigrants, said: ‘There 
is no doubt that a contract system is being 
carried ou, and I believe it has reached larger 
proportious than any one believes. ertain 
it is thai great numbers of immigrants are 
landed on these shores who are owned by 
capitalists.
